M Character af tke Maa Kxhialted at,. 


Uta Battle orOeatar Creek. 


The world has read about the battle 


of Cedar Creek. Young and old have 
heard with bated breath the aiory of 
the defeat of tbe army at Cedar Creek, 
of Sheridan's ride, of his reaching a dis- 
couraged army and turning defeat into 
a decisive victory.. 
Much of these 


stories are mythical and purely imagin- 
ary, but there is enough in the histor- 
ical facts to immortalise Sheridan and 
his army. The army waa at BO time 
defeated and routed aa the story goes, 
but a magnificent flank movement exe- 
cuted in the early morning under 
cover of a fog by a portion gf Early'* 
army disorganized the left wing of Sher- 
idan's army, which, being powerless on 
account of tbe attack in reverse and 
rear to defend itself was forced back 
upon the right wing in such a way 
that it nould not deliver its fire, being 
obstructed by the retreating ami disor- 
ganized forces of tbe left in its front. 
This compelled the right to fall back for 
a formation that would be effective. In 
this way the fight to check Rirlay's ad- 
vance had to be made about three mile* 
in rear of the position on Cedar Creek 


The forces surprised in the morning 


were that part of the Eighth corps 
which Hayes' command, to which Maj. 
McKinley belonged, was attached, and 
that part of the Nineteenth corps 
which was part of Sheridan's army. 
These fractions of corps were of course 
considerably disorganized as they were 
fired upon when the men were asleep in 
their tents, and many a poor fellow, per- 
haps dreaming of home was shot and 
killed in the midst of his dream. When 


the cavalry got in 


position to deliver battle, the 8th and 
19th corps were crowded again to the 
left where they belonged. 
The Valley 


pike paused through their line and many 
of the panic stricken men kept on to- 
ward Winchester. It was these strag- 
gling disheartened troops Sheridan met 
when approaching tbe Held. 


On tLe line was the little village of 


Middletown. It was here that Sheri- 
dan received tbe first rational account 
of tbe situation. All those he hud met 
had declared,the army was gone,all 
panic-stricken and disorganized. Mc- 
Kinley at that time was 19 years old 
and had attained the rank of Major. 
When Sheridan got to Middletown he 
saw McKinley encouraging tho men 
and pleading with them not to no fur- 
ther to the rear, aa the army coald yet 
defeat Early, and riding to him asked 
what the situation was. Sheridan in 
his Memoirs says|McKinley replied, the 
army ia all right and we can whip them 
yet. 
Upon that information Sheri- 


dan 
determined 
to 
win tho day, 


and did win it. Upon the exertion of 
Major McKinley, whose faith in the 
men and the justice of the cause, was 
largely doe the organisation of the Htb 
curps for battle. 


This exemplified tho character of the 


man. 
He was fighting for a cause he 


believed in. He was ready to lay down 
his life for it. Defeat did not dishearten 
him, but on the contrary called lor 
better exertion. 


When other men became disheartened 


over tbe defeat of tbe Republican party 
in 1890 and 1892 and fled to the rear, 
McKinley was the man who prsj*emi- 
nently stood in the panicky lines and 
encouraged the party with an assurance 
that its principles were right, that its 
cause was just, and that victory would 
again come to the party, and it did come 


he predicted, in 1893 and again in 


1894—great victory, overwhelming vic- 
tory -for the party that stands for Amer- 
ican prosperity.- This characteristic of 
McKioley makes him the leader ana the 
choice of the people.

AelroBomar Perrlae'ft Comet la App: 


lag at Ike Terrlfle Bale of 
l,eoo,000 HUM a Day. 


OAKLAND, Cal., Feb. 21.—If tbe calcu- 


lations which Prof. Lenschner of the 
California State University baa made of 
the velocity and orbit of the ne» comet 
discovered by Astronomer Perriae, of 
Lick observatory a few days ago, are 
correct, the celestial wanderer will strike 
the earth Sunday, March 15. This cal- 
culation implies that the comet, which 
is now 40,000,0"0 miles away, will not 
alter its present velocity of l.eOO.OOO 
miles a day, nor deviate frcm it* pres- 
ent course, which is directly toward the 
etrth. 


Prof Lenschner says, however, there u§ 


no cause for alarm. He has figun-d out 
that tbe comet will take a new tack 
March 1, and sheer off from the earth. 
Tbe calculations made at the state uni- 
versity are tbe official figures.

Chambers. They have carried on the 
negotiations in a modest way, with no 
brass band attachments, and they can 
point with pardonable pride and satis- 
faction to the result, 


The Spery Company will begin work 


with fifty peqple. In six months it is 
expected that they will have at least 100 
people employed. The company has 
been in business in St. Louis for about 
three years. It makes a list of special 
ties, including bread, cake and paring 
knives, meat tenderers, 
lamp fillers, 


graters, slaw cutlers, can openers, mine 
ing knives, and so on. All of these 
specialties are patents of Charles F 
Spery, the manager 
Nickel plating wil 


also be a feature of the company's work 
He has also made all nf the machinery 
for making these utensils. Some o1 
these machines are complicated am 
built especially for the purpose 
The 


company has spent about 128,000 for 
special machines alone. 


The company has been selling its pro 


ducts to big dealers all over the country 
going after only large orders. The fac 
tory has been in the city of St. ajuis. 
The business has grown BO that it has 
been evident for, some time that the 
plant would have to be moved to a place 
where the rent is cheaper and the man 
ufacturing business could be carried on 
more easily.

WONDERS IN WHEELS. 


Qweer Piece* of Mechanism Beveotlr Ex- 


hibited lit Porn. 


The fact that 1,000,000 new bicycles 


will be manufactured thia year is ap- 
parently beyond dispute. Even the ex- 
pert bicyclist, however, can form DO 
notion of the inventive talent brought 
into requisition in order to attain per- 
fection in the mechanism of nil those 
wheels while at the same time keeping 
well within the limit* of a bicycle's 
practical utility. The list of new bicy- 
cle contrivances is already long, and in 
fact, too long1, but the grand test of 
every one of them is applicability to cui- 
rent usea, and ihe contrivances here

mentioned are all on the eve ot introduc- 
tion. Most of them were on exhibition 
in the great bicycle exposition at Paris, 
and were put into operation with great 
success. 


The most ingenious, peihapa, re- 


ceived the name of the "eyelet." Its 
mechanism will be sufficiently obvious 
from a study of the enclosed diagram. 
Tne professed object of tbe contrivance 
is to dispense with the chain, but n& 
exhibited, it had the demerit of com- 
pelling the cyclist to pedal in a very 
awkward position. This fact was due 
largely to structural defects in the bi- 
cycles to which it was applied. It is 
apparent that it could be readily adapt- 
ed to machines of any make with tri-

Ming alterations. The idea Id ingenious 
and seems destined to be adopted with 
modifications. 


A curiosity in bicycle mechanism is 


the "Funiculaire," as it is called. The 
idea of the machine will be apparent 
from an inspection of the cut beneath. 
Detailed explanation is superflous. The 
In ten tor was not at ftrst token serious- 
ly, but now he has won some honor us 
an original genius. 


But the grand desideratum of the 


cyclist is a contrivance for the regula- 
tion of the speed of his machine. This 
regulation has never heretofore been 
possible to quite the extent desired by 
riders who frequent country districts 
that are variable in respect of level. 
The bicyclist traveling now down • 
mountain and then upon a plane has 
sorely lamented this wont of inventive- 
ness among1 machine'lnakers. It must 
be admitted that great credit la due 
*o the men who have set themselves to 
the solution of thla problem. 
To a 


great extent It hi solved already. But 
perfection of detail la conspicuously 
locking still. Those inventions which 
attempt to meet the difficulty hi a new 
way are mere modifications of the fa- 
miliar principle of wheels within 
wheels. There la the usual lever to 
throw the power from a larger wheel 
to a amall one. The great trouble with 
inventors along these lines la their 


The number of nicycllata who travel 


t by train from ten to a hundred mile. 


I into the country before mounting their 
' wheels ia already great and constant- 


ly increasing. A difficult problem for 
railroad men to solve, hoe, therefore, 
arisen: How to transport these hun- 
dreds of machines without damage and 
at the same time so arrange them that 
they will take up as little space as pos- 
sible in the baggage cars. 


One of the cleverest devices of this 


sort is the invention of a Frenchman, 
M. Joseph Oiler, who, curiously enough, 
irj a theatrical manager, being the di- 
r=ctor of the Olympla, the Moulin 
1 ouge and the Jardin de Paris. It may 
not inaptly be called the "bicycle grip- 
sack." I 


This apparatus consists, first, of an 


iron circle eight or ten feet in diameter, 
leaving a sort sf track about its outer 
run, which ia fastened to the floor of 
the car. 
In the center of this circular 


piece of iron rises an iron standard, 
vhich is the axis from which radiate 
ten sets of arms, the upper ones being 
the length of a bicycle placed on end 
distant from the lower. The outer ends 
c.f the lower arms are fastened to an- 
other iron rim the same size as the one 
upon the floor of the car. Between the 
two are numerous rollers, which per- 
mit it to revolve easily. 
| 
Between these two arms, the upper 


and the lower, the bicycle ia placed on 
end. 
The lower arm is, as has been 


paid, fixed, but the upper Is movable 
nnd held in place by a stout spring. 
When the bicycle is placed between 
them the upper arm, the under aide 
bf which is condave, presses down 
firmly upon the tire of the bicycle's 
front wheel, thus holding the machine 
lirmly in place. 
A strap is passed 


around the handle bar and the other 
end attached to the top of the standard 
in the center of the circle, thus pre- 
senting the possibility of the wheel 
flipping out of its place. 
| 
It ia claimed that with this device it 


ia possible to transport bicycles for 


I Jong distances by rail without the 


slightest risk of their being injured In 
nny way en route. 


The advantage of the movable frame 


in which the bicycles are placed IB 
that It greatly facilitates the unloading 
of the wheels. 
When a station Is 


reached where a bicycle is to be taken 
off the frame is whirled around until 
Hie machine to be unloaded ia nearest 
the door. 
A touch of the hand re- 


leases the trap and spring and the 
"•heel is in the hands of its owner in 
leas than a minute. Every wheelman 
who has traveled by rail is familiar 


j with the vexatious delays that often 
' occur in unloading the cargo of wheels.

RACK FOR BICYCLES. 


WONDERS IN WHEELS. 


Qswer Piece* of HMhmnlan Bmenllr E>- 


hlblted mt Paris. 


The fact that 1,000,000 new bicycles 


will be manufactured this year is ap- 
parently beyond dispute. Even tUe ex- 
pert bicyclist, however, can form no 
notion of the inventive talent brought 
into requisition in order to attain per- 
fection in the mechanism of oil those 
wheelB while at the same time keeping 
veil within the limits of a bicycle's 
practical utility. The list of new bicy- 
cle contrivances is already long, and in 
fact, too long1, but the grand teat of 
every one of them is applicability to cui- 
rent uses, and the conli Kances here

mentioned are all on the pi e of introduc- 
tion. Most of them were on exhibition 
in the great biuycle exposition at Paris, 
ami \\ere put into operation v?ith great 
success. 


The most ingenious, perhaps, re- 


cei\eil the uamc of the "eyelet." Its 
mechanism v ill be sufficiently obvious 
from a study of the enclosed diagram. 
Tne professed object of the contrivance 
is to dispense with the chain, but as 
exhibited, it had the demerit of com- 
pelling the cyclist to pedal in a very 
11 \vk\\ard position. This fnct was due 
largely to structural defects in the bi- 
cycles to which it «os applied. It is 
apparent that it could be readily adapt- 
ed to machines of an} make with tri-

King alterations. The idea is ingenious 
and seems destined to be adopted with 
modifications. 


A curiosity in bicycle mechanism is 


the "Funioulaire," as it is called. The 
idea of the machine will be apparent 
from an inspection of the cut beneath. 
Detailed explanation is superflons. The 
inventor was not at first taken serious- 
ly, but now he has won some honor :IH 
an original genius. 


But the grand desideratum of the 


cyclist is a contrivance for the regula- 
tion of the speed of his machine. This 
regulation has never heretofore been 
possible to quite the extent desired by 
r'dera who frequent country districts 
that are variable in respect of level. 
The bicyclist traveling now down a 
mountain and then upon a plane has 
sorely lamented this waut of inventive- 
ness among machine'lnnkerB. It must 
be admitted that great credit id due 
*o the men who have set themselves to 
the *olution of this problem. 
To a 


great extent It is solved already. But 
perfection of detail Is conspicuously 
lacking still. Those Inventions which 
attempt to meet the difficulty 1m a new 
way are mere modifications of the fa- 
miliar principle of wheels within 
wheels. There is the usual lever to 
throw the power from a larger wheel 
to a amall one. The great trouble with 
inventors along these lines is their 


The Dumber of bicyclists who travel 


' by train from ten to a hundred milea 


I into the country before mounting their 
' wheels is already great and constant- 


Ij' increasing. A difficult problem for 
railroad men to solve has, therefore, 
r.iisen: How to transport these bun 
'Iredc of machines without damage and 
at the same time so arrange them that 
they will take up as little space as pos- 
sible in the baggage cars. 


Onu of the cleverest devices of this 


sort is the invention of a Frenchman, 
M. Joseph Oiler, who, curiously enough, 
is a theatrical manager, being the di- 
i-ctor of the Olympia, the Moulin 
1 ouge and the Jurdin de Paris. It may 
not Inaptly be called the "bicycle grip- 
Fick." I 


This apparatus consists, first,, of an 


iron circle eight or ton feet in diameter, 
leaving a sort ef track about ita outer 
run, ivhieh ia fastened to the floor ol 
the ciir. In the center of this circular 
piece of iron rises an iron standard, 
i hich is the aiis from which radiate 
ten sets of arms, the upper ones being 
the length of a bicycle placed on end 
distant from the lower.

The advantage of the movable frame 


in which the bicycles are placed Is 
that it greatly facilitates the unloading 
of the wheels. 
When a station is 


reached where a bicycle is to be taken 
off the frame is whirled around until 
(lie machine to be unloaded is nearest 
the door. 
A touch of the hand re- 


leases the trap and spring and the 
wheel is in the hands of its owner in 
less than a minute. Every wheelman 
who has traveled by rail is familiar 


i with the vexatious delays that often

Belligerent Rights or Actual Independ- 


ence for the Struggling Patriots— 


Indian and General Pension Ap- 


propriation Bills in the House. 


HKNATK. 
. Feb. so.—For three 


hours and a* half to-day the senate 
was engaged In a debate ou the reso- 
lution for the recognition of the bel- 
ligerent rights of the Cuban insur- 
gents and the alternative resolution 
for the recognition uf Cuban inde- 
pendence. There was » rery full at- 
tendance of senatorMiiid thr (jalleries 
were filled bv an inlevest?rt and some- 
times excited assemblage of imcn and 
women. 


The deuate^wus opened by Senator 


Call (dem., Fla.) and continued by Mr. 
Cameron (rpp., Po.), who offered si sub- 
stitute for the concurrent resolution 
in these words: 


"That the president is hereby re- 


quested to interpose l>is friendly of- 
fices with the Spanish government for 
the recognition of the independence of 
Cuba." 


In a written speech he declared that 


tlie question was uo longer one of bel- 
ligereucy, but one of independence. 
He wanted the government to aet. 
The policy which lie advocated was, 
lie asserted, the policy of the repub- 
lican party and of the American peo- 
ple. 


He was followed by Senators Lodge 


(rep.. Mass.) and Morgan (dem., Ala.). 
Mr. Morgan was tlie author of the con- 
current resolution and reported it from 
the committee on foreign relations. 


Each speech, in succession, seemed 


to outstrip the otlier in patriotic fer- 
vor and in devotion to tlie Cuban cause; 
and some of the, speeches at traded ap- 
plause from the galleries. 


Mr. Morgan opened on very conserv- 


ative lines; but, as he progressed, and 
as he was dra-wn out by the inquiries 
of other senators, he see mod to give 
free scope to his real convictions and 
desires and expressed liimself iu no 
doubtful or hesitating language in 
favor of taking the most advanced 
position. 
Ho declared his belief that 


Spain would not release her hold up >n 
the throat of Cuba and that she would 
rather lose the island as the result of 
war with the United States, Mum yield 
(t for a price, or lose it tlirough the 
success of the Insurgents 


At one point in his specech he ex- 


claimed, passionately, that in a certain 
event, it was our duty to draw the 
sword, lay It on the table and to say to 
Spain 'If yon want to tnke it up, take 
it up.'" 


Tliis exclamation, of course, drew 


applause from the galleries. 


Mr. Morgan was not alile to finish 


his spru.cn, but will continue at the 
session Monday next, the senate ad- 
jmirninfr ut ."> 30 o'clock until Saturday, 
when the president pru-tcm. Mr. i'rye. 
(rep., Me.) is to read Washington's 
farewell address.

The consideriiti-ja of tlie Indian ap- 


propriation bill, the pi-ircipal topic 
before the house to-day, w.is marked 
by ttvo incidents—one of iuti'vest, the 
other of importance. 


In the general debate on the meas- 


ure, Mr. Wilson (rep., O.), departing1 
from the text before him, made a 
speeoh advocating the passage of a 
protective tariff bill, in tlie course of 
which he had rend from the clerk's 
desk extracts, from the .speech of Maj. 
McKinleyat the Marquette club din- 
ner iu Chicago February 12. Kftorts 
by the friends of oilier presidential 
candidates to head oft" thin advertise- 
ment of the Ohiocandida'te ou the- floor 
of the bouse were unavailing. 


When the committee of the whole 


reached the 
paragraph in tlie bill, 


providing for the pay of the five Indian 
inspectors, a motion u as made to re- 
d-vice llieir salariesIrora Ki.UOO toS-',*>OI). 
That had been done in tho last two 
previous Kills and the Action of the 
Indian committee in fixing1 them at tin* 
figure named in the statute establish- 
ing the oluce. met objection on both 
sides of the chamber. 


The motion to reduce the salaries 


was made by Mr. Uockery (dem., Mo.) 
and supported by Messrs. Cannon (rep., 
111.) and Hemenway (vep., Iml.) mem- 
bers of the appropriation committee; 
and by Mr. Ding-ley (rep., Me.), chair- 
man of the committee on ways and 
means. The latter gentleman earn- 
estly appealed to the committee of the 
whole uot to follow the Indian com- 
mittee in its policy of raising- salaries,

This now goes to the president for 
his signature.

WHOLE WHEAT BREAD. 


A B«H>lpe That HM Been Tried and Not 


Found Wantlnff. 


A tested recipe forwholewhentbread, 


which wfl are glad to note in becomlnga 
part of the diet of etory well-nourished 
family, consists of one pint of boiling 
water poured inton pint of milk. Cool 
the liquid und when luke-warm add one 
cake of compressed yeast dissolved in 
liulf a cupful of worm water. Add a 
teaspoonful of salt and enough whole 
wheat to make a batter that will drop 
easily from a spoon. Iteat thoroughly 
f vo minutes, cover, and stand in a place 
that is moderately warm for three hours, 
Enough whole wheat to make n dough 
should then be added gradually. When 
stiff,, knead on your board until the 
mass is xoft and elastic, but not sticky. 
Make the dough into loares, put in 
greased bread pans, unO after covering 
stand aside one hour. The time for 
buying will depend on the size of the 
lonves. If loiig French loaves, bake 30 
minutes inaquick oven. If large square 
loaves, b»K» one hour at a moderate 
beat. When crusty bread is liked tbe 
Oough may be in sticks and baked In 
pans nude for that special purpose. 
Another esterl recipe thatroquiiesless 
bundling cud that is used by Miss John- 
son is made in the following way : 
v Scald 


one cupful of milk, odd a teaspoonful 
of butter, the same quantity of salt, a 
tohlespoonful of sugar, and one cupful 
of wnt.er. 
When lukewarm add one- 


lialf a yeast cake and enough wheat 
flour to rnnke a thin batter. This should 
be done in the morning, as the bread 
rises quickly. After making a smooth 
bntter let it rise until very light.- Add 
nhole wheat gradually and beating- 
continuously until as much has been 
ticlded us you can stir conveniently. If 
Die flour is not added gradually and 
veil mixed the bread will be coarse- 
grained. Turn into greased tins, and 
M lien light bake one hour on a moder- 
iite oven.—N. Y. Evening I'ost.

It removed the pressure without the

Thus arranged the name starts out A 
C. £. H., which being interpreted means 
"ace high."

Wai ter's poor heart.

i ng in the Hoo Doo feature of this affair. 


Boiling Water to Dentroy Dleeue Gerun. 


It is generally believed that the moat 


impure water can be rendered pure by 
boiling, and that in this we have an ab 
solute safeguard against the dangers of 
water containing these germs. Now, 
while it is true that boiling water will 
kill the germs of disease, yet the fact 
haa been brought to our notice by so 
high an authority as Dr. Charles M. 
Creseon, that, while boiling kills the 
germs of a particular disease, it yet in 
reality renders the water more impure 
than it was before, because by the very 
death of these germs dead organic mat- 
ter is allowed to remain in the water, 
which it pollutes by putrefaction. Hence 
while boiling is a most excellent precau- 
tion against the occurrence of typhoid 
fever or similar diseases, when we have 
occasion to think the germs of these 
diseases exist in water that we drink, 
yet we must remember that this boiling 
doea not purify the water; it simply re- 
moves from it the specific power to pro- 
duce a specific disease.

AMERICA'S HERO. 


Exercises in Memory of George 


Washington at the High School. 


PATRIOTIC ADDRESS BT REV. HOBBS 


Admiration for the Father of His Coun- 


try—Good Points for Young Peo- 


ple—Poem by Mrs. V. 


G. Hatch. 


Exercises cnlebrating Washington's 


birthday were held at the High School 
this morning. 
The members of the 


junior and senior classes gathered in 
the assembly room at 9 o'clock. The 
school sarjg "America" and Marching 
Through Georgia,1'accompanied by the 
High School orchestra. Prof. Shepherd 
introduced Rev. R G, Hobbs, who ad 
dressed the students. He spoke sub- 
stantially as follows: 


'When God spread out this vast 


country with its fertile plain it was to 
offer it for the best development of man- 
kind. He took a handful of the best 
seed of Europe and planted it at 
Plymouth 
Rock, 
and 
from 
that 


grew this nation. 
Washington gave 


to the nation liberty. 
If we study 


his 'character we find traits which 
are 
worthy 
of 
being 
copied 
by 


the young men of to day. I cannot 
take the time to tell you the story of 
Washington's life but I expect that you 
know it better than I do; yet I will let 
none go beyond me ia the admiration 
of his character or in the effort to copy 
his patriotic spirit in mine. You are 
familiar with his experience at Valley 
Forge. His army was half starved and 
only partly clothed, and were trying to 
shelter themselves against the winter. 
Waobington's enemies were trying to 
overthrow him and said that he was in- 
competent because he would not lead 
his 
army in' a winter 
campaign. 


But he knew better than to .take 
them out in the condition they were in. 
It eeema to me that Washington was the 
greatest soldier America ever produced. 
His military genius was of tho highest 
order. Some of you may point to a 
later hero, Grant, as being greater. But 
Grant bad inexhaustible resources and 
he knew that if one army was wiped out 
another was ready. Washington on the 
other hand had a half starved army 
rhich was on the verge of rebellion. He 
had an empty treasury behind him, and 
yet he held on in seven years of war. 
He was compelled to retreat when he 
wanted to fight. His great military genius 
is shown in the fact that he prevented 
his army from being completely de- 
stroyed. 
Every time the opportunity 


offered he struck a terrible blow at his 
enemy, which finally broke down the 
spirit of the English and compelled the 
soldiers of the mother country to cry 
that they had enough. And his ene- 
mies were no holiday soldiers. They 
were the same brave men who stood at 
Waterloo and against whom Napoleon 
burled his army and his empire, and 
lost both. English soldiers are brave 
men and it wna English soldiers that 
Washington defeated. 


"We have no better view of Washing- 


ton's life than that given by La Fayette, 
the brave Frenchman who came over 
here to cast his fortune with this coun- 
try. 
He says that while Washington's 


enemies were seeking to outtar him he 
was destined to be loved by all. Wash- 
ington <ronld*accept no pay for hk ser- 


vices. It seems to me that he showed 
his greatness of character in thif> fact 
acd especially so when to-day most men 
serve their country for their own good. 
If there is one thing that threatens this 
country it is the greed for gold. 
The 


worat temptation that will be thrown in 
the lives of you young men is to dwarf 
your manhood to gain a dollar. 


"The one great lesson of Washington's 


life is the lesson of patriotism. If the 
nation ie to be preserved it will be by 
such patriotism as Washington had. 
When the war was over Washington 
gave hia greatest exhibition of patriot 
ism. 
If he wished be could have been 


dictator. If he had bad the same spirit 
as Caesar and Napoleon he would have 
assumed the imperial purple. But ho 
was too great for that for he had wrought 
out the liberty of his own country for 
bis country's sake. He was a soldier 
because war was an awful necessity and 
when it was over he surrendered his 
eword to the civil authorities, and be- 
came a humble citizen of the nation. 
He was not seeking personal glory or 
gain. Fortunately for this country he 
was not allowed to stay on his farm, but 
was called to the highest position the 
country could 
offer. 
If there is a 


history on illustrious epoch, an immor- 
tal 
page, it 
was because it 
was 


made possible by the example set 
by Washington. It ia not broader do- 
rcains, vaster armies 
nor more war 


vessels that make a nation mightier but 
men of integrity and character. 
If in 


time to come we have men as devoted as 
Washington there will be no possibility 
of the nation being overthrown. Every- 
where to-day the demand is for men 
who cannot be bribed, who have patri- 
otic hearts, who will brand the boodler 
and who will not get down and crawl ia 
the mud to get votes for a public office. 
Young men there was never a finer field 
in the world far the de velopment of 
manhood andt character in public and 
private life than there is to-day. 
There 


IBB demand for such men as Washing- 
ton. It is a ebamo that because a raao 
is identified with clean things it is a 
detriment to him in public life. 


"Lincoln and Washington did not do 


everything. 
They have left much tbat 


you should do. I noticed when tbe 
school was singing tbe patriotic Bongs 
this morning that you kept time with 
your feet. 
If the teachers and preach- 


ers of this country could cause yon 
young men and women to catch step 
with some of these patriotic songs tbe 
future of the country would be safe." 


After the address Prof. Shepherd read 


a poem on the subject of Washington 
which was written by Mrs. V. G. Hatch.
